tem of continuous culture for this 
crop. Under such a system many 
growers have encountered diffi- 
cult problems relating to poor soil 
structure, and soil-borne 
diseases. All too often the grower 
has attempted to relieve tnese 
shortcomings of continuous culture 
by applying excessive amounts of 
fertilizer, only to find that it could 
not necessarily be done. As is true 
of many other clean cultivated 
tobacco is produced more 
successfully under a management 
system that includes at least two 
or three years of sod between cul- 


insects, 


crops, 


tivated plantings. With a suitable 
rotation system, more, and better 
quality tobacco can be grown with 
less fertilizer than in the con- 
culture system that has 
become accepted in certain areas 
of the state. 

Burley tobacco is grown on soils 
where deficiencies of the so-called 
minor and secondary’ elements 
have presented no serious prob- 
lem. Fertilization of this crop, 
therefore, has come to be generally 
regarded as being limited to sup- 
plying the essential amounts of 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potas- 
sium.

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Of these three primary nutri- 
ents, nitrogen is the most difficult 
to apply in correct amounts. Since 
tobacco quality is so sensitive to 
either inadequate or excessive fer- 
tilizer nitrogen, the supply of this 
element must be regulated within 
more narrow limits than is true of 
either phosphorus or potassium. 
Too little nitrogen causes stunting 
and premature yellowing of the 
plant, resulting in low yields of 
chaffy, inferior cured leaf. Too 
much nitrogen, on the other hand, 
produces rank, lush growth and 
maturity. Such _ tobacco 
cures to a heavy, relatively dark- 
colored product that is generally 
to high in nicotine to be the most 
desirable for cigarette manufac- 
ture. 

At the present time the Tennes- 
see Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion recommends that burley to- 
bacco be supplied with 120 pounds 
of available nitrogen per acre. In 
determining how much to actually 
apply as commercial materials, 
credit should be given for the prob- 
able available nitrogen content of 
any other nitrogenous materials 
added to the soil such as barnyard 
manure or leguminous cover crops. 
A ton of manure is usually give 
credit for supplying about 10

pounds of total nitrogen. A good 
crop of vetch or crimson clover will 
contain around 100 pounds of total 
nitrogen per acre. In arriving at 
the efficiency of organic materials 
such as these, it is usually esti- 
mated that about half of their total 
nitrogen content will become avail- 
able to the tobacco during 
the growing season, and it is 
recommended that a commercial 
source of nitrogen be applied ac- 
cordingly. 

150 Lbs. Phosphorus Per Acre 

In order to produce high yields 
of fine quality cured leaf, burley 
tobacco is a crop that must grow 
from seedling to maturity in a 
comparatively short time. In the 
absence of serious growth inter- 
ruptions due to nutrient deficien- 
cies or unfavorable weather 
ditions, the period between trans- 
planting and harvest is normally 
around 90 days. To accomplish a 
fast rate of growth and proper 
maturity, it is necessary that the 
plant have a rather liberal supply 
of phosphorus at its disposal. The 
Tennessee Agricultural Experi- 
mental Station presently recom- 
mends that 150 pounds phosphorus 
per acre be applied to burley 
Zrown on soils that are highly de- 
ficient in this nutrient. Lesser 
amounts are recommended, of

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where considerable resi- 
dual phosphorus is present in the 
soil. 

Tobacco grown with insufficient 
phosphorus is slow to mature, low 
in yield, and cures to an inferior 
dull-colored product’ that is in 
short demand. Occasionally, a crop 
is observed that has received too 
much phosphorus. This condition 
is reflected by premature bloom- 
ing and accelerated maturity 
which results in low yields, al- 
though the quality of the cured 
leaf may not be seriously impair- 
ed. In practice, however, the prob- 
lem is more often one of too little 
rather than too much phosphorus 
being supplied to the tobacco crop. 

The addition of phosphate fer- 
tilizers is not normally required in 
the area of so-called high-phos- 
phate soils of Middle Tennessee. 
In all other areas of the state 
where burley is grown, however, 
particular attention should be giv- 
en to supplying the requirements 
of this nutrient. 

High Potassium Requirements 

Burley tobacco has higher re- 
quirements for potassium than for 
either nitrogen or phosphorus. A 
high potash content of the cured 
leaf is usually associated with de- 
sirable quality in this type of to- 
bacco. Fortunately, the tobacco

plant is capable of absorbing lux- 
urious amounts of this element if 
such quantities are available in the 
growing medium. Research re- 
sults over a period of several years 
in Tennessee have shown that in 
order to produce high quality to- 
bacco, potassium absorption of 
this plant should be considerably 
greater than the minimum amount 
necessary to achieve maximum 
yields. When tobacco is grown on 
soils that are very deficient in 
potash, it is reeommended that 300 
pounds of potash per acre be ap- 
plied. Lesser amounts are needed 
according to the level of residual 
of the plant tissues. The presence 
of any constituent that aids the 
excessive absorption of water dur-

potash in any particular location 
where the crop is to be grown. 

Both sulfate of potash and sul- 
fate of potash-magnesia are satis- 
factory potassium sources for bur- 
ley tobacco. High-chlorine potash 
sources such as muriate are not 
recommended. 

Although it is not considered to 
be one of the necessary growth 
elements, chlorine is readily ab- 
sorbed by the tobacco plant. A 
high chlorine content of a tobacco 
type that has its principal use in 
cigarettes is undesirable due to its 
adverse effect upon the burning 
properties of the manufactured 
product. Also, chlorine absorption 
increases the hygroscopic potential 
of the plant tissues. The presence 
of any constituent that aids the 
excessive absorption of water dur-

INCREASED HUNTING 
PRESSURE 

Several years ago it became ap- 
parent that grouse hunting was 
not being fully utilized by the 
sporting public. 

It appeared that some of the 
reasons were (1) lack of knowl- 
numbers of grouse, 
(2) ignorance of where and how 
to hunt, (3) that much grouse 
range is in very steep, brushy ter- 
rain and (4) a decline in the num- 
ber of bird dogs. 

A general publicity campaign 
playing up the large numbers of 
grouse and the availability of un- 
posted lands was launched.

The large increase in 1953 on 
the wildlife management areas 
followed the clearing of over 200 
acres of shooting lanes in the late 
winter of 1952 on several of the 
wildlife management areas. These 
were concentrated in the better 
grouse range 

Many old logging roads were 
planted in ladino clover and regu- 
lar use of these plantings has 
boosted the kill. Red haw and 
Japanese crabapple are being used 
along field borders to attract 
birds 

SHOOTING LANES 

The most effective practice has 
been the creation of 365 acres of 
shooting lanes on the better grouse 
hunting areas in the past four 


years. These elongated clearings 





furnish a maximum of forest edge 


and provide insects and berries for 
young grouse. Their greatest val- 
ue, though, is the hunting they 
provide. Hunters are able to pene- 
trate and hunt thickets that were 
almost impossible to hunt before 
They also provide access into new 
areas that have not been hunted 

Abandoned skid and logging 
roads are cleared in the same way 
Where practical, they are seeded 
with grass and clover. Grouse 
have been observed feeding on 
ladino clover regularly along seed- 
ed roads and field borders 

MANAGED HUNT 
STATISTICS 

What is good grouse hunting? 
Information gathered at checking 
stations has shown that the aver- 
age hunt lasted about 4% hours, 
with an average of one flush per 
hour. One bird per hour apparent- 
ly keeps interest high enough to 


sustain regular hunting. These 
factors vary considerably. Inter- 


views with some of the better 
hunters have shown that they ex- 
pect to flush a bird each 30 min- 
utes.

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cents to 14 cents per pound. Then 
on June 30, 1957, it was reduced 
from 14 cents to 13% cents per 
pound, and on June 30, 1958, im- 
port duty on cigarette tobacco will 
be reduced to 12-3/4 cents per 
pound. The question is whether or 
not this tariff is high enough to 
protect the United States tobacco 
farmers. 

On the other hand, United 
States unstemmed cigarette tobac- 
co going into our largest export 
market, the United Kingdom, has 
a tariff placed on it by that coun- 
try of $8.70 per pound, if it con- 
tains less than 10 per cent moist- 
ure, or $8.56 per pound if the 
moisture content is 10 per cent or 
more. 

IN NORTH CAROLINA 

The North Carolina burley crop 
this year is considerably better 
than the 1956 crop, according to 
the October 1 crop estimate. How- 
ever, many farmers are reporting 
that considerable damage has oc- 
curred in the curing barns due to 
rainy, damp weather and poor 
curing facilities, which will have 
an adverse effect on the quality 
of the crop. 

The October estimated produc- 
tion of burley tobacco for the 
state was 19,200,000 pounds, or a 
yield of 2,000 pounds per acre. If 
a yield of the size should de- 
velop, it would be an increase of 
10.4 per cent over last year’s pro- 
duction of 17,390,000 pounds, ac- 
cording to the crop reporting ser- 
vice. MARKET TRENDS 

When the burley markets open 
about the first of December, far- 
mers should find a fairly strong 
demand for their 1957 crop of to- 
bacco. However, the market aver- 
age is likely to be a little lower 
than the record average of last 
year, probably in the upper fif- 
ties, due to the supply on hand 
and the decline in total amount of 
tobacco used to manufacture cig- 
arettes. The support price on the 
1957 crop is 51.7 cents per pound, 
compared with 48.1 on the 1956 
crop, which will cause an increase 
in most grade support prices 

The total quantity of tobacco 
utilized in cigarettes last year con- 
tinued to decline even with a 4 
per cent increase in the number 
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of cigarettes manufactured At 
the present, manufacturers are 
producing an estimated 10 per cent 
more cigarettes per pound of to- 
bacco than three years ago. Part 
of the increase in cigarette out- 
put per pound of leaf tobacco has 
been due to a more complete use 
of the whole leaf of tobacco. This 
is done by making the stem, scrap 
and fine fragments into a proces- 
sed sheet, which can be shredded 
and used in cigarettes. Also, many 
filter tip brands, now packaged in 
a flip-top box, have been reduced 
in length so that they require less 
tobacco than a regular non-filter 
brand 

Another trend which has devel- 
oped since the first of this year 
and one which may have a pro- 
nounced effect on the market de- 
mand during the next few years, 
has been the shift of most com- 
panies back toward a milder cig- 
arette, with a lower nicotine and 
tar level. This is based on tests 
made by the Consumers’ Union in 
February, March and September 
of 1957, which showed a consid- 
erable decline in nicotine and tar 
levels in most of the major brands 
of filter and non-filter cigarettes 
from February to September. This 
trend has already shown up in 
the flue cured market with an 
increase in demand for thinner 
grades and a drop in demand for 
heavier grades 

STRIPPING AND SORTING 

A good job of stripping and 
sorting pays a farmer dividends 
at the market. Of course, no bur- 
ley grower wants to separate his 
crop into any more grade than 
is necessary to meet the market 
demand and the requirements un 
der the standard grade system 
The number of grades necessary 
to get a crop into uniform condi- 
tion will vary from one crop to 
another. However, the minimum 
amount of sorting usually will be 
to separate the crop into the five 
natural divisjons, which are: fly- 
ings, lugs, bright leaf, red leaf, 
and tips. Along with these natur- 
al divisions, all green, pink or 
other off-color and damaged to- 
bacco should be separated out so 
as to get the top dollar for the 
1957 crop

WILL EXCEED $ 10,000,000 


Western North Carolina’s burley 
tobacco producers’ gross income 
will probably reach $10,168,000 for 
the 1957 tobacco crop. The demand 
is expected to be as strong as for 
last year’s crop and 1957 produc- 
tion higher. 


Though the entire U. S. Crop for 
1957 has been estimated at 4% 
smaller than that of 1956, the 
North Carolina crop this year is 
larger than last year’s, late sum- 
mer USDA estimates say. 

The North Carolina production 
has been figured at 19,200,000 
pounds, compared to 17,390,000 
state crop. The yield has been 
estimated at 2,000 pounds per acre 
greater than the 1956 figure. 

The estimated gross income for 
this year’s crop was made by the 
Asheville Agricultural Develop- 
ment Council on the basis of pro- 
duction and demand prospects. 

Though last year’s prices set a 
new all-time high, the total income 
for farmers was disappointing be- 
cause of reduction in the size of 
crops by a combination of an 
acreage cut and adverse weather 
during the spring plant setting 
season. 

Last spring’s weather, however, 
was right for plant settings, and 


this the council termed an im- 
portant factor in the 1957 produc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, 1957 cigarette con- 
sumption is seen heading for a 
new record high by the 1958 out- 
look edition of “The Tobacco 
Situation,” published by the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Service of the 
USDA. 

The report says smokers will 
dispose of 405 billion cigarettes, 
if they keep using cigarettes the 
rest of the year as they did in 
the seven months through July. 
The current record is the 394 bil- 
lion consumed in 1952. 

“Considering earlier experience,” 
the report continues, “no sharp 
curtailment in cigarette smoking is 
expected.” 

At the same time the report says 
according to trade sources filter 
tips will comprise about 40 per 
cent more of the total cigarettes 
consumed this year.

That’s a beauty to answer since 
it is difficult to admit that one 
tune of mine is not the one out of 
forty thousand that has won the 
fancy of the public at large or the 
disk-jockeys. The best answer I 
give is “Cripple Creek,” a ditty 
that has been going well for 28 
years — but not spectacularly — 
and I try to let it go at that. 

A lot of people say that they’ve 
written a song as good as any on 
the Hit Parade. Or, “I have lots of 
songs but I can’t write them 
down.” 

It’s always good to be able to 
write down ideas, whether they 
be in words or musical notes. I’ve 
found that to be a fascinating way 
to get your thinking focused. And, 
don’t fear, the common law pro- 
tects the manuscript of the com- 
poser. 

And to learn to “doodle’’ with 
music notes is a little more than 
the great public can do, and you 
can feel a little superior in your 
educational accomplishment. 

By thusly being fascinated you 
may doodle a good tune on paper 
and happen to get in the field of 
becoming a millionaire composer. 
Who knows?

Farm fires in 1956 took 3,000 
lives and destroyed more than 
$150 million in property and 
equipment. 

Only one-eighth of the popula- 
tion lives on farms, yet the loss 
of life was close to 30 per cent of 
the national fire mortality rate. 

The financial loss to farm fami- 
lies amounted to 15 per cent of 
the record-breaking billion dol- 
lar fire loss for the nation as a 
whole last year. 

While the figures for farm fire 
losses are serious enough by 
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HOW GOOD IS YOUR FIRE PROTECTION? 


themselves, they take on addition- 
al gravity when related to the na- 
tional fire loss picture. 

It goes without saying, then, 
that no problem in farm safety 
deserves such serious considera- 
tion and thoughtful planning as 
protection against fire. That’s why 
the message of National Fire Pre- 
vention Week, Oct. 6-12, will have 
special significance for farm fam- 
ilies everywhere. 

Two factors are _ responsible 
above all for the heavy losses in 
farm fires — isolation from ef- 
fective fire-fighting equipment, 
and lack of running water under 
pressure, in all-too-many cases.

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original farm construction and any 
new buildings to be added to ex- 
isting structures. 

Proper spacing and construction 
of buildings on the farm is highly 
important in minimizing fire haz- 
ards, the Board of Farm Fire Un- 
derwriters points out. In general, 
150 feet between buildings is con- 
sidered sufficient for safety, if 
possible, prevailing winds should 
blow across a hypothetical line 
connecting house and barn. 

Plenty of hydrant outlets should 


be included — at strategic outlets 
around the farm home and out- 
buildings. 

Generally speaking, the loca- 


tion of hydrant outlets is deter- 
mined by the storage of combusti- 
ble materials. The barn and any 
other outbuildings used to store 
dry animal feeds should have hy- 
drant outlets nearby’ so that a 
stream of water can be brought 
into instant play in the event of 
fire. 

Hydrants and outside faucets 
should be of the frost-proof type, 
so that water will continue to run 
freely in the coldest weather. Ex- 
posed piping should be protected 
with thermostatic heating tape. 
After all, frozen faucets and wa- 
ter lines render a water system 
when fire breaks out in 
sub-zero weather. 

Hose lengths and reels and lad- 
ders of various lengths should be 
centrally stored, to facilitate put- 
ting the equipment into action in 
the event of a fire emergency. 

There should be at least one 
100-foot hose, and one 50-foot 
hose. A one-inch hose is prefer- 
able to a 5/8-inch hose, since the 
former delivers water at a rate 


useless 


two-and-one-half times faster 
than the latter. 
Often a second water system 


will prove the best answer to a 
plentiful supply for fire-fighting. 
The auxiliary system can be used 
the rest of the time for irrigation 
and other water requirements 
around the farm. Besides that, it 
will serve as an emergency supply 
should the other system be tem- 
porarily out of operation for any 
reason. 

In the case of farms equipped 
with a single water system, it is a 
good idea to supplement the pump 
with storage water. A 1,000-gal- 
lon pressure or gravity type stor- 


age tank will meet the require- 
ment. 

Another point — and this is 
highly important — the pump 


should be on an electrical circuit 
by itself, separate from the build- 
ing wires. The wires could be de- 
stroyed in a fire and that would 
automatically put the pump out of 
commission at the most crucial 
moment 
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The best way is to bring the en- 
tering electrical service line to a 
center pole in the farm yard, then 
run wires from there to various 
buildings and the pump. 

In addition to a water system of 
adequate capacity, the Board of 
Farm Fire Underwriters suggests 
these additional aids in fighting 
farm fires: 

(1) A back-pack pump. The 
tank holds five gallons of water 
and can be carried anywhere. 

(2) Fruit-spraying equipment. 
It’s mobile, holds plenty of water, 
throws a good spray. 

(3) Fire pails and buckets, kept 
full and hanging from hooks or 
brackets, one pail for each 400 to 
500 square feet of building area. 
Pails should be covered to retard 
evaporation. 

(4) Fire extinguishers for home, 
barn, tool shed, tractor shed, trac- 
tors and other typas of power 
equipment.

ing the curing period of an air- 
cured tobacco type may well re- 
sult in “House-burned” or greatly 
damaged tobacco. This is especially 
true during extended periods of 
high humidity that frequently oc- 
cur while burley is still in the 
curing process. 


Soil tests are useful in deter- 
mining phosphorus and potassium 
needs where care is taken to col- 
lect soil samples properly. Grower 
experience in producing tobacco 
on his own particular soils is also 
a valuable guide in arriving at an 
adequate fertilization program.

12th. The sale average was $151.83 
per head. 

Seventeen bulls sold for $2756 
or an average of $162.12 while 22 
cows were sold for $3165.50 or an 
average of $143.89. Both polled 
and horned cattle were offered. 

Of the bulls 5 were calved be- 
fore November 1, 1956; 4 calved in 
November and December 1956; 1 
calved in February 1957; and 7 
calved after February 28, 1957. 

Of the cows 5 were calved be- 
fore August 1, 1956; 2 calved in 
August and September 1956; 4 
calved in October, November and 
December 1956; 5 calved in Janu- 
ary, February and March 1957 
and 6 calved after Masch 31, 1957.
